Maurice Sendak, author of the classic children’s book ‘Where the Wild Things Are,” 
has died, a spokeswoman for HarperCollins Publishers said Tuesday: He was 83. 

Sendak illustrated nearly 100 books during his 65-year career, winning dozens 
of accolades as he endeared himself to generations of children reared on his fan- 
ciful stories. One critic called him “the Picasso of children’s literature.” Former 
President Bill Clinton called him the “king of dreams.” 

He died Tuesday in Danbury, Conn., of complications from a recent stroke. 
Here are five things you might not know about the author. 


I Born in Brooklyn the son 
• of Polish immigrants, 
Sendak grew up to take a 
few night classes but largely 
taught himself as an artist. 


2 In 1970, he won 
• the Hans Christian 
Andersen Medal for illustra- 
tion, the only American ever 
to receive the honor.

City pulls 
permit 
for NATO 
march

'The city of Chicago yanked a permit 
luesday for the first demonstration 
planned for the weekend of the NATO 
summit. 

The National Nurses United organi- 
zation says it began talks with American 
Civil Liberties Union lawyers about a 
challenge to the city’s about-face on a 
planned May i8 rally. 

“If the nurses are a threat to Rahm 
Emanuel, then heaven help the US.,” 
said Rose Ann DeMoro, executive di- 
rector of National Nurses United. 

Chicago’s Department of Transpor- 
tation approved the march from the 
Sheraton Hotel in Streeterville to Daley 
Plaza months ago, but Tuesday the Cal- 
ifornia-based group received word the 
city had changed the terms, according 
to DcMoro. 

In a letter to march organizers, city 
officials said they needed to move the 
ending rally of the march from Daley 
Plaza in the center of the Loop to the 
Petri llo Music Shell because the nurses’ 
group had recently added rocker 'Ibm 
Morello, formerly of Rage Against the 
Machine, as a speaker and performer. 

Michael Simon, an assistant commis- 
sioner of the Department of Transpor- 
tation, wrote that the eity was changing 
its mind “to accommodate changes to 
your event, including a performance by 
a nationally known musician and a sig- 
nificantly increased number of expect- 
ed attendees.” 

TTie city’s proposed route would 
take the march from Illinois and Upper 
North Water streets near the Sheraton 
Hotel, west on Illinois to Michigan Av- 
enue, south to Monroe Street and then 
east to Butler ITeld and the Petrillo Mu- 
sic Shell. 

With the bst-minute decision, 
Emanuel has failed to cast the city as 
a pbee that supports free speech, De- 
Moro said, “'fhe damage is already done 
to Chicagp.”

North Carolina OKs 
gay marriage ban 


D RALEIGH, N.C. North Carolina voters on 
Tuesday approved a state constitutional 
amendment that bans same-sex marriage and 
civil unions, major media projected, dealing a 
blow to efforts across the U.S. to expand gay 
marriage rights. 

The amendment, which says marriage be- 
tween a man and a woman is the only legally 
recognized domestic union in the state, passed 
by a wide margin. With half of the counties’ 
results at least partially reported, about 6i per- 
cent of votes backed the amendment. 

North Carolina law already blocks gay and 
lesbian couples from marrying, but the state 
now joins the rest of states in the Southeast in 
adding the prohibition to its constitution. 

Twenty-eight states have voter-approved con- 
stitutional same-sex marriage bans, according to 


the National Conference of State Legislatures. 

Massachusetts, Iowa, Vermont, New Hamp- 
shire, Connecticut, New York and the District 
of Columbia allow gay and lesbian nuptials 
Maryland, New Jersey and Washington state 
also passed laws this year approving same-sex 
marriage. 

The vote in North Carolina followed state- 
ments by senior officials of President Obama’s 
administration this week which were interpret- 
ed as supporting gay marriage. 

Vice President Joe Biden said Sunday he was 
“absolutely comfortable” with allowing same- 
sex couples to wed, and Education Secretary 
Arne Duncan said gay marriage should be le- 
gal. 

Obama has said he favors civil unions but 
has stopped short of supporting gay marriage.

That’s what stood between the Bulls and either ex- 
tending their season or ending it disappointingly early 
They were in this position, of course, because of the 
injuries to Derrick Rose and Joakim Noah. Two of the 
team’s best players on offense and defense, respectively 

The Bulls haven’t used that as an excuse though. 
“Next man up,” as coach Tom Thibodeau is fond of 
saying. 

Or, in this case, “next men up,” as it would take a col- 
lective effort to keep this season, to keep hope alive. 

So, would there be hope for Bulls fans wanting so 
desperately to live to play another day? Or would hope 
fade away as the minutes wound down Tuesday night at 
the United Center? 

Here’s a quarter-by-quarter look at the game. 


FIRST QUARTER 

HOPE: The Bulls came out with a spring in their step. Luol Deng 
especially, who scored the first four points of the game. 

NO HOPE: With more than 8 minutes gone in the quarter, the 
Bulls still had only scored eight points. That, more than any- 
thing, proves how dysfunctional the offense is without Rose. 

HOPE: The Bulls, it would appear, are going to need some 
breaks to go their way if they are to pull off the comeback. 
Something like hitting a desperation 20-footer as the shot 
clock expired, which is exactly what Deng did with 3:33 left to 
cut a 76ers lead to four points. 

NO HOPE: Richard Hamilton, a 34 percent shooter from be- 
yond the arc for his career, airballs a 3-pointer with just less 
than a minute to go in the quarter, missing an opportunity to 
cut the Philly lead to one. 

HOPE: Deng sinks a 3 in the final seconds to give the Bulls a 
one-point lead. He came to play. 


SECOND QUARTER 

HOPE: Help us, John Lucas III, you’re our 
only hope. Maybe. The Bench Mob spark 
plug hit a jumper 2 minutes into the 
quarter that represented the team’s first 
points. If Lucas could get hot, well, just 
ask the Miami Heat what kind of damage 
he can do. 

NO HOPE: Carlos Boozer misses a free 
throw with 4:46 left. At this point in the 
quarter, the Bulls had scored only eight 
points. With points so hard to come by, 
the Bulls can’t afford to miss freebies. 

HOPE: Boozer redeems himself with his 
patented high-arching jumper with 
4 minutes left, giving the Bulls their larg- 
est lead of the night at four. Lucas adds 
to it 30 seconds later with a 3-pointer.

SCORE: Bulls 35. Philadelphia 26 


THIRD QUARTER 

NO HOPE: Omer Asik at the free-throw line 
is an adventure, to say the least. And he 
misses two with 9 minutes left in the quar- 
ter that could have pushed the lead to 12. 

HOPE: Boozer hits back-to-back jumpers, 
then a circus shot in the paint to preserve a 
nine-point lead with 4:46 left in the quarter. 

HOPE: Spencer Hawes misses two free 
throws, making the 76ers 5-of-11 from the 
line at this point, or 45 percent. Apparently 
they don’t want the easy points either. 

NO HOPE: Taj Gibson rolls his ankle with 
about a minute-and-a-half left, and limps 
off to the locker room. It didn’t look good. 
At all. 

SCORE: Bulls 57. Philadelphia 48 


FOURTH 

QUARTER 

HOPE: Word comes from 
the Bulls that Gibson has 
a sprained ankle but will 
return. Whew ... 

MORE HOPE: Deng hits 
back-to-to back 3-point- 
ers in less than a minute 
to push the Bulls lead to 
15 points with 7 minutes 
left.

Ring of Fire wili weicome 
C.J. Brown as its newest 
member Wednesday

In his 13 years with the Chicago Fire, C.J. 

Brown made quite an impression. 

Spending your entire Major League Soccer 
career with the same team helps. So does set- 
ting team records for regular-season appear- 
ances (296), MLS Cup playoff appearances 
(35) and US. Open Cup appearances (25). He 
also helped the team win the MLS title in 
1998. 

Of course, his former teammates will tell 
you that’s not really why he’s a legend. 

“They call him the Fire Original,” said 
Frank Klopas, who both played with 
Brown early in the defender’s career 
and later coached him. “He bled for the 
team, loved putting the jersey on, wore 
it with honor and displayed that when 
he stepped on the field and played.” 

Since Brown retired in 2010, he has be- 
come an assistant coach for Real Salt Lake. 
And on Wednesday, he’ll become the seventh 
man inducted into the Ring of Fire. RedEye 
spoke with Brown before his big day about his 
coaching career, his famous dance and how he 
made his teammates tougher. 


What does this honor mean to you? 

I always had a goal in life to mean something 
somewhere, kind of put my name on some- 
thing, and I guess this could fit under that 
goal of being acknowledged as an important 
part of an organization. It’s great for my fam- 
ily and everyone that’s been a fan or a part of 
what I’ve tried to build there. It’s gonna be 
really, really emotional because I feel like I’ve 
grown up in Chicago. 

Would you ever want to coach in Chicago? 

That would be awesome to be able to coach 
for the Fire. But you never know. I never 
want to shoot myself in the foot and say 
“That’s where I need to be.” Right now 
things are going well [for the Fire}; Frankie’s 
doing a great job. 


SO THAT’S WHAT THAT MEANS ... 

What do C.J. Brown’s first two initials 
stand for? 

» Charles James 
» Cookie Jar 
»Cool Juice 

Answer: All of the above, actually. His given 
name is Charles James, but the other two 
monikers were his former teammates’ at- 
tempts to give him a nickname. “ ‘Cool 
Juice’ turned into just ‘Juice,’ which I was 
much happier with because ‘Cool Juice’ just 
wasn’t all that cool and ‘Cookie Jar’ was em- 
barrassing because I ate so many cookies.” 


You’re famous for the “C.J. Dance.” Where 
did it come from? 

I was in Europe training a long time ago, and 


we went to a game, and when goals are scored 
or something happens you just look over to the 
fans and they’re just partying. I swear I saw it 
there somebody and I’m like, “They’re having a 
great time.” Every time we have a great time, I 
wanna try and celebrate with the fans. 

You often have been called a “hard-nosed 
defender.” How do you balance being that 
tough guy and being a nice guy off the field? 

I’m a Gemini, so it kind of works out very 
well because ... my job as a defender is to stop 
the best players’ attacking lines. And even 
some of my teammates, training wasn’t easy 
playing against me. I felt if you could handle 
me kicking you, then it’s not gonna be a 
problem with the other team kicking you— 
you’re gonna play right through it.

“Top Chef”: “You get to see an- 
other side of chefs and that’s in 
the outside world, outside of the 
kitchen. So it really provides a 
whole other view for the viewers 
out there to see chefs in other 
elements, and sometimes not a 
comfortable one.”

There’s only one pure pot still Irish whiskey label available in the U.S.— 
Redbreast Pure Pot Still Irish Whiskey Luckily the three Redbreast vari- 
eties (a i2-year, a cask-strength 12-year and a 15-year) are excellent, but it’s 
a shame they don’t have competition. 

Distinct to Ireland, single pot still whiskey is made by distilling a com- 
bination of malted and unmalted barley three times in traditional copper 
pot stills. The process makes for a full-flavored, complex whiskey with a 
distinctive creamy mouth feel. 

The reason Redbreast is the lone representative of the style on U.S. 
shelves is a relic of a “Mad Men”-era marketing ploy, says Barry Crockett, 
master distiller at Midleton Distillery which produces Redbreast. 

“Irish distillers wished to re-establish the image of Irish whiskey 
abroad,” he says. “The first stage of that was to introduce the concept of 
blending pot still whiskey and grain whiskey so the resulting whiskey was 
more in tune with international expectations in terms of flavor.” 

Those expectations were for a simpler, less complex spirit. Redbreast 
12-year, the variation Malt Advocate last year named its Irish Whiskey of 
the Year, has an intricate flavor with notes of honeyed gingerbread, ba- 
nana bread and toffee, and a slight hint of coconut and sherry 

Hopefully, with the 21st-century drinker’s desire for bold, interesting 
whiskeys. Redbreast won’t be the only pure pot still whiskey representa- 
tive for long.

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Andrew Bird isn’t 
whistling to annoy 
you— he swears 


Consider this the 
obligatory mention 
of Andrew Bird’s 
love-it-or-hate-it 
whistling. The singer/ 
violinist won’t stop 
it. Ever. 

“It would be un- 
natural to restrict myself from whistling,” 
says Bird, 38, who attended Lake Forest High 
School and Northwestern University and 
now resides in NewTbrk. “It’s just the way 
I make music. I don’t see why you’d have a 
problem with it.” 

Whether you like his whistling or not. 
Bird’s latest album, “Break It Yourself” de- 
buted at No. 10 on the Billboard 200 and of- 
fers respite for those who felt claustrophobic 
among the more intimate, lyrically abstract 
content on his previous records. “Break It 
Y)urself” sprung from two jam sessions a 
year apart in Bird’s western Illinois barn 
and resulted in an album Bird says is “not as 
controlled stylistically” It certainly sounds 
much looser. 

From New Y)rk, Bird talked about his divi- 
sive whistling, loving something accidentally 
after a very deliberate career, and performing 
on “Jimmy Kimmel Live” the same day as 
Shakira. 

Did you and Shakira find much that you had 
in common musically? 

Uh ... not especially no. [Laughs.] It was 
impressive. [She] had a gospel-chops kind of 
band. The band was good. The dancers were 
oiling up their legs before. 

That doesn’t happen so much with you guys. 

I don’t oil up my legs before shows, no. 

And your hips do lie. 

[Laughs.] Yeah. 

How does a performance at Auditorium 
Theatre compare to how you perform at 
other venues, such as the Geneva ballpark 
you appear at in July with Wilco and the 
Congregation? 

The Auditorium is kinda like the Radio City 
of Chicago. It’s a similar kind of massive— 
huge arches and all that. And I haven’t done 
a proper show at the Auditorium yet, so I’m 
looking forward to that. Singing to the back 
row, that’s what’s kind of interesting about 
those massive old music halls. 

Do you do a lot to tweak your show based on 
where you perform?

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Yeah, sometimes I’ll think of if it’s a song 
that was ... inspired by that town or that par- 
ticular area or that building or something, it’ll 
pop up as I’m singing it. And sometimes I’ll 
talk to the audience about that. ... I’m always 
a little more peaked at a hometown show I’ll 
be struggling with neuroses. I’m sure. We’re 
playing with Mucca Pazza, so those are all 
good friends of mine. Something that hasn’t 
come together in my head yet will happen. 

The new record came from jam sessions in 
your western Illinois barn. You’ve said you 
might be most proud of this album. Is it more 
fulfilling to succeed on purpose or, in this 
case, where things almost seemed to hap- 
pen by accident? 

I think initially it’s more fulfilling to succeed 
on purpose, right? I mean, you want to see all 
your plans come to fruition and all. I secretly 
knew I was making the record; I was just try- 
ing to trick myself into not psyching myself 
out about it. That’s a good question. I think 
this is the ninth studio record and before I 
made it, I was still— every time you go into 
a record you’re thinking, “I know I can do 
better this time. I can sing better; I can do 
better. How are we going to pull this off?” I’m 
just happy with how things just kinda came 
together serendipitously 

How much do you reflect on the fact that for 
the previous records there was a lot more 
wood-shopping going on, and that you 
changed the approach and now might like 
it best? 

Um, I’m not sure if I’m answering your ques- 
tion right now, but I let a lot of my rules slide 
this time. And I opened it up to the band 
more. I think what I like about this record is 
that there’s kind of some wild instrumental 
sections right next to some very direct— for 
me, fairly direct, grounded songwriting. And 
I liked that dynamic. I just liked that we 
nailed a really nice, live feel ... I just feel like 
after all these years I’ve earned the right to 
let my rules go and play something that is 
idiosyncratic if I want, if I’m going to have a 
good time playing it. 

Plenty has been said about the whistling in 
your songs. Do you ever consider not doing 
it anymore so people will focus on the music 
and your voice? 

I don’t know. It’s a pretty true and honest 
way that I make music. I’m not thinking 
about it much. It’s the most natural instru- 
ment that I have. Literally Whether I’m 
singing or whistling or playing violin, they’re 
all kind of coming from the same place. 
They’re all {unfettered} instruments where I 
have a direct line with what’s in my head and 
what comes out of me. Whistling is like, it’s 
almost like a valve that releases melodies that 
are in my head. That would be like a forced

thing to stop doing it. A lot of times my 
hands are occupied with other instruments, 
and the whistle is just the best way to carry 
a tune. 

You have so many passionate fans, but the 
people who don’t go for the whistling have 
a lot of animosity toward that. Why do you 
think that stirs up such heated emotions in 
people? 

I don’t know. I think maybe there’s a percep- 
tion that it’s cute or it’s “Sitting on the Dock 
of the Bay” Whimsical and cute are the asso- 
ciations that you have with whistling. I don’t 
think I fall into that too much. The whistle, I 
think of it in terms of texture. Violin is wood, 
the voice is the story, and the whistle is like 
glass. The glass against the wood is part of 
my sound. It just cuts through the mid-rangy 
textures of the violin and my voice is very 
mid-rangy too. 

Some people find whistling annoying. 

What music annoys you? 

Oh, jeez. We’re taking it in a negative direc- 
tion, but what music annoys me? Almost 
every kind of music has some sort of redeem- 
ing qualities to it, honestly I’m not as snobby 
as I used to be. Honestly these days it’s the 
kind of some of the indie rock where it’s like 
everyone singing like the world’s ending in 
unison. I don’t even really have a problem 
with that. 

Why does that come to mind? 

I don’t know, man. I really don’t sit around 
thinking about what music bugs me. I just 
have my own diet of music that I like to keep 
—it does bug me that music is so ubiquitous 
everywhere out on the street, and you can 
hardly escape it. I do struggle with needing 
silence. 

Like street performers? 

Like in and outside of shops, any urban area.

Good luck catching up to Chicago native Lil Rel— 
but the 1n Living Color’ reboot Is a great place to start

FOR REDEYE 

Lil Rel may be back in town after taping the 
pilot for a new “In Living Color” TV series 
and his big club gigs around the country but 
when asked where his fellow Chicagoans can 
see his next live local performance, he pauses. 

“I’ve been laying low, to be quite honest 
with you,” he told RedEye during a phone 
interview “I got a wife and my kids, {ages} 3 
and 2. So when you gone for pretty much a 
month, you don’t realize how your kids miss 
you. They’re little; they don’t even under- 
stand I’m going to work. It’s like, Tookit, you 
want diapers? I gotta go, man.’ ” 

But lying low isn’t Rel’s style. The Chicago 
native— who in his early days hustled open 
mics and showcases with his friend Hannibal 
Buress, landed work as a house MC at Jokes 
& Notes and has appeared on numerous TV 
shows and in films — didn’t get to where he is 
by sitting still for too long. 

So it’s not surprising when, the very next 
day I get an email with details for an im- 
promptu Saturday show Before that, though, 
we caught up Rel’s life and work. 

Mow’d you get cast for the *1n Living Color” 
reboot? 


One of the producers, Shauna Garr, was on 
a site called The Laughing Barrel looking at 
another comic. ... One of my YouTube videos 
popped up. She sent it over to Keenan [Ivory 
Wayans}. And Keenan was like, “Let’s find 
him.” So she Googled me and found my man- 
ager’s number, called him on a Sunday night. 

How was the filming? 

I was pinching myself every day I went 
on set. It might not be a big deal to other 
people, but I grew up on the West Side of 
Chicago and I watched the show all the time. 
And if you grew up not in the best neighbor- 
hood, TV seems so far-fetched, like a fantasy 
world, ‘cause you don’t know anybody who’s 
been on there— besides the news. [Laughs.] 

What was it like working with Keenan Ivory 
Wayans? 

It’s more than you’d imagine, how dope he is. 
He’s literally a comedy genius. He could stop 
you in the middle of a sketch and know what 
joke should go there, just like that. 

Who are your comedy influences? 

Eddie Murphy is my idol. Keenan Ivory 
Wayans. But BiU Cosby has a whole bunch of 
influence on me. And the more I do comedy 


the more I see that’s who I’m closest to. The 
only difference is my mouth is a lot dirtier 
than his. [Laughs.] 

But I’m able to turn that on and off, too. If 
I see it’s a more upscale audience, Em like, ‘All 
right, let me scale back,” because I don’t want 
to make ’em nervous. But believe me, with 
some of these audiences [laughs], you gotta 
throw out a couple MEs. Like, “Let me go 
and do that before I get beat up or heckled or 
shot.” But it’s easy for me to turn off the curs- 
ing ’cause I don’t have a lot of sex jokes. 

What’s your favorite inappropriate comedy 
topic? 

I got a joke I do about a ’hood rat joining a 
church. She did her first testimony and it’s 
like the most ghetto-est testimony you ever 
heard. But she don’t know no better, she just 
joined church. She don’t know etiquette yet, 
she’s just talking from the heart. 

I do, like, a valedictorian speech. A lot of 
these public schools are really not that ... 
bright, education-wise, and you can tell how 
bad the education [laughs] at a school is by 
the valedictorian speech. 

And my dirtiest joke is about a man-toy 
party It’s one of my favorite jokes to do, but 
it’s so ignorant.
